The total number of electors 
on the voters’ list today is 80,492, 
Of this number 25,851 are bur- 
gesses, the majority of whom are 
owners of small homes, bought 
mostly after years of thrift and 
saving or from the proceeds of 
veterans’ gratuities, To put the de- 
ficits of any public service on that 
class is neither just nor sensible. 

At the same time, it would have 
been more helpful if the Prop- 
erty Owners’ Association had 
made an inquiry into the increas- 
ed cost and had offered some sug- 
gestions, One of your correspond- 
ents suggested a straight five cent 
fare, without transfers, and no 
sale of tickets on the car or bus. 
These suggestions are probably 
worth consideration, 

There is one thing that we all 
must remember, and that is, in- 
creased social services cost 
money. During the last year the 
Edmonton Public Library has 
operated the library bus to vari- 
ous parts of the city. The cost of 
this operation alone (there is also 
the library street car to Calder 
and Sherbrooke) from October Ist, 
1947, to Sept. 30th, 1948, appears 
to amount to $3,922.66, The cost 
of the bus, (charged in 1947), with 
alterations, wiring, etc., was $3,- 
504.34, together $7,427.00 This sum 
almost adds up to the increased 
deficit in the transit system for 
the last twelve months, according 
to the city annual report We must 
also not forget the loss of revenue 
from fares of people who would 
otherwise fetch their books from 
the north or south side libraries,

President Takes 
Complex Form 


On Nov. 2, the people of the 
United States go to the polls to 
elect a new president, and by late 
that night the world will know 
whom they have chosen to lead 
them for the next four years, 

But strangely enough, the total 
votes cast for each candidate have 
no bearing on the result, since the 
individual voter does not cast his 
ballot for a presidential candi- 
date, Instead he chooses members 
of an electoral college, who are 
in turn responsible for electing 
the new president, 

This electoral college has 531 
members and is purely an ad- 
ministrative body, It is only re- 
sponsible for electing a new 
president and vice-president, and 
when this has been done, it 
lapses into inactivity until a new 
college is chosen for the next 
election, 

The electors are appointed in 
various ways according to the 
laws of the different states, Some 
are designated by conventions of 
the political parties; some have 
been appointed by the party 
executives; and some have been 
chosen at primary elections, 

The number of electors is made 
up of the total representation of 
the 48 states in congress, Each 
state has two members in the 
senate, but the number of mem- 
bers in the house of representa- 
tives varies according to the 
population, Thus New York state 
has 45 members in the house, 
but Wyoming, which is sparsely 
populated, has only 1, Each is 
represented by 2 senators, There- 
fore, in the electoral college there 
will be 47 members from New 
York and 3 from Wyoming, 

For a man to be elected presi- 
dent, he needs a clear majority— 


266 votes—in the electora] col- 
lege. 
Detail of 
Procedure 
The procedure for this year's 


election will be as follows 

Nov. 2. The eligible voters go 
to the polls to choose between 
rival groups of presidential elec- 
tors. 

Dec. 13. (The first Monday 
after the second Wednesday in 
December, as decreed by con- 
gress) the electors meet in their 
respective state capitals and bal- 
lot for president and vice-presi- 
dent, The results are certified, 
sealed and forwarded to the 
president of the senate, 

Jan, 3, 1949. The first regular 
session of the &lst congress con- 
venes in Washington. 

Jan, 6, The president of the 
senate, in the presence of the 
senate and the house of repre- 
Sentatives, opens the certificates 
from the electors, The ballots are 
counted, and if one candidate has 
the necessary 266 votes, the elec- 
tion is decided, 

Jan, 20, The new president is 
inaugurated, and the new vice- 
president takes office, 


Case of 
Deadlock 

If no candidate gains the neces- 
Sary 266 votes, this will be the 
procedure:— 

After the formal count of elec- 
toral votes (made by the presi- 
dent of the senate on Jan, 6 in 
the presence of both houses of 
congress), the house of repre- 
sentatives will vote among the 
leading three candidates, The 
vote will be taken by states, 
each State having one vote, and 
a majority of the 48 states—25 
votes—will be needed for elec- 
tion, 

A similar procedure is followed 
should there be no successful 
vice-presidential candidate, ex- 
cept that the senate will take the 
ballot, and only the two leading 
candidates will be eligible, 

The popular vote for a party 
ticket#that is to say the total 
number of voles cast for the 
party throughout the country- 
has no bearing on the election of 
a new president However, only 
two presidents have failed to get 
a popular as well as an electoral 
majority, 

This fact can lead to strange 
results, For instance, in the 1944 
election the Jate President Roose-

Tie Vote 
Unlikely 


It is unlikely that no candidate 
will get the necessary majority 
in the electoral college, and this 
has happened only once—in 1800 
—in the history of the United 
States. However, the possibility 
cannot be overlooked this year 
with four parties in the running, 
In addition to the Democrats and 
the Republicans, there are the 
Progressive party of Henry 
Wallace and the States Rights 
Democrats, led by Governor J, 
Strom Thurmond of South Caro. 
lina, Although support for 
Wallace seems to be falling, the 
States Rights Democrats have a 
chance of getting as many as 38 


electoral votes, and possibly 
more, 
This whole procedure looks 


complicated, even more so when 
it is realized that much of it to- 
day is nothing but a formality, 
The electors in a modern elec. 
tion are chosen because of the 
party they represent, and It is a 
foregone conclusion that they 
will vote for their party's candi- 
date. Thus on election day~ 
—Nov, 2—the president-elect is 
known as soon as he has piled 


up the necessary 266 electoral 
votes. This will automatically 
assure his election, and the 


actual balloting of«the electoral 
college and the counting of its 
votes is a formality. 

However, only a real political 
experts can calculate the results 
as the polls are declared, because 
the states have different prac- 
tices for determining their elec. 


tors. In some all the electors 
come from the party with @ 
popular majority in that state, 


while in others the electors are 
split between parties, 


Two Forms of 


Government 

It may be hard for a Canadian 
to understand that an American 
does not vote directly for a presi- 
dential candidate. But it is 
equally difficult for an American 
to realize that a Canadian does 
not vote directly for a prime 
minister in a federal general 
election, After all, a new prime 
minister is the leader of the 
party which gets a majority of 
seats In the House of Commons, 
whereas a new president is not 
necessarily a member of the 
party with the majority in Con- 
gress. 

Another difference between 
the two countries is that Can- 
ada has what is called ‘respon. 
sible’ government, while the 
United States has an ‘executive’ 
government, 

In practical terms this means 
that in Canada the prime minis- 
ter and all the cabinet ministers 
must be members of parliament 
as well, In the United States, 
however, th® president and mem- 
bers of the cabinet can not also 
be members of Congress. Thus, 
Lester B, Pearson had to seek a 
Seat in the House of Commons 
when he was appointed minister 
for external affairs, But MW for 
example, a U.S. senator accepted 
the post of secretary of state he 
would have to resign his seat in 
the senate. 

In the United States, Congres- 
sional elections are separate 
from a presidential election, 
‘True many senators and members 
of the house of representatives 
will be elected on Nov, 2, but the 
voter will have to make a separ- 
ate mark on the ballot sheet for 
the man of his choice, 

In point of fact, all 435 mem- 
bers of the house of representa- 
tives will be elected this year, 
One third of the 96 senators are 
also due to'be elected. In all 
states except Maine, where the 
elections have already been 
held, these will be elected on 
Novy, 2.

Capacity for Exercise 


Should Be Encouraged

It should be possible for every baby, from infancy, to be 
so dressed and so placed that there is an opportunity for) 
constant, physical activity. 

Clothes should be short. The diapers should be put on 
in such a way that they are snug about the waist but un-| 
inhibiting to the legs. Light-weight, but all-wool blankets 
will lie more gently on the baby and not weigh him down so 
that he hasn't the strength to turn or twist under them.

Bulging Hipline Makes |For Fashions 
Women Self-Conscious With High Costs

Most women hate it when they bulge too suddenly and 
drastically at the hipline or the abdomen or when the waist-

Many who worry about the 
slightest excess fat forget what 
poor posture can do to their fig- 
ing today of slumping, rounded 
shoulders, 

This figure and posture fault 
alone is unattractive but the ac- 
companying defects are as much 
so, Round shoulders not only mar 
today's beauty but build other age 
signs, When you slump you un- 
consciously “let go” with the ab- 
dominal muscles but it is almost 
impossible to straighten up with- 
out pulling the abdominal muscles 
in. Also round shoulders almost 
always lead to a dowager's hump 
at the base of the neck and to an 
older looking neck and chinline, 
Therefore, this posture habit is a 
definite aging ally while it repre- 
sents an enemy to prolonged 
youthfulness, It also induces fa- 
tigue by crowding the lungs and 
heart. 

Even rather severe cases of 
round shoulders can be improved 
while the mild form can be cor- 
rected, Women seem to be more 
conscious of the importance of 
this correction than they once 
were.

Drag 
the arms forward to starting po- 
sition with arms on the floor 
close to the sides. Continue mak- 
ing these circles with both arms.
